DISTRICT No. 1. 


The first term of five weeks was commenced by Mrs. Nancy BIxBy, 
of Meredith, who left the school at the expiration of three weeks on 
account of sickness. The remaining two weeks were taught by Miss 
Mary E. Huckins, of New Hampton. Wages of teacher, including 
board, $18 per month. Whole number of pupils, 15; average attend- 
ance, 13. Roll of honor: Alice M. Boynton, Elida L. Boynton, Eddie 
V. Boynton. The deportment of the schoolars was commendable under 
the instruction of both teachers. As the school closed abruptly on ac- 
count of sickness, your committee is unable to judge of its progress. 

Mrs. Nancy Brxsy taught the second term of eight weeks. Wages 
of teacher, including board, $22 per month. Whole number of pupils, 
13; average attendance, 12. Roll of honor: Phebe M. Whitcher, 
Ira M. StClair, Alice M. Woodman, Eva M. Harris, Joseph S. Gordon. 
The teacher, who is a graduate of the State Normal School, has some 
good methods of imparting instruction, and is a good disciplinarian. 

District No. 3. 


Miss L. LUTHERA SANBORN, of Holderness, taught two terms, one 
of seven, the other of six weeks. Wages of teacher, including board, 
first term, $20, per month; second term, $22 permonth.

Notwithstanding all the drawbacks under which our schools labor, 
there is certainly a manifest improvement in their condition. Nearly 
all of the districts have been fortunate in their selection of teachers 
the past year. In some districts there has been some improvement in 
regard to punctuality in attendance. The teachers have been interest- 
ed in their labors, and although some have accomplished far more than 


others, yet all have endeavored to promote the best interests of the 
pupils in their care. 

The standard of excellence in teaching is ever rising higher. *The 
education of the pastis not up to the requirements of the present or 
the future. Hence the necessity that public instructors succeed in keep- 
ing up with thetimes. The Institutes established by an appropriation 
made at the last session of the legislature are designed for the im- 
provement of teachers, many of whom will doubtless avail themselves — 
of their advantages. We would urge upon teachers the importance of 
attending these institutes, as they may thus obtain many new ideas 
relative to the most approved methods in teaching. 

Although it is not essential that every one be college-bred, or famil- 
iar with ancient languages, in order to be successful, yet all should 
obtain the most liberal education practicable. The fathers of our repub- 
lic held that where all citizens are voters, the necessity is imperative, 
that there should be free education forall. The most prolific source 
of Russian despotism and nihilism lies in the fact that ninety per cent. 
of the people can neither read nor write. No sincere friend to popu- 
lar government c:n look witi indifference upon attempts to strengthen 
the foundation of the fabric. The promotion of institutions for the 
general diffusion of knowledge is an object of primary importance. 
Jefferson, in a letter to Lafayette, wrote: ‘Ignorance and bigotry, like 
other insanities, are incapable of self-government.” To another he 
wrote, ‘‘If a nation expects to be ignorant and free in a state of civili- 
zation, it expects what never was, and never will be.” John Adams 
said: ‘‘Reformation must begin with the people, which can be done 
only in effect in their education.” We need not extend these quota- 
tions. Many patriots of the Revolution held and expressed similar 
opinions. The real government in this country is that of public opin- 
ion, and with the means for universal education within our grasp, it is 
optional with us whether the greatest power in the nation-shall be a 
power of reflection and reason, or one of ignorance.
